importance of that road to the state in relation to fu- 
ture population, and as » leading post route, together 
with the want ofa sufficient population residing conti- 
uous thereto, to keep it in repair, and the necessity 
which exists for its being in good order, to facilitate 
intercourse between the inhabitants of the eastern and 
western ends of the state, renders it an object worthy 
of legislative attention, . 
By an act of last assembly, the treasurer 
of Washington and Hamilton districts was autho- 
prised to receive certain monies from the people resid- 
ing south of Holston and French Broad, in discharge 
of certain instalments on those lands, but not having 
been called on to give bond for thefaithful execu- 
tion of the trust, before the rise of (he legislature, and 
not being furnished with a list of the sums due, or o- 
ther correct data, by which to be enabled to do justice 
to the state and tọ individuals, he has not received 
those monies, when in some eases tender was made, 
The peculiar situation of those setilers, the scarcity 
of mcney, and the demands for considerable sums ex- 
pected to arise from that fund for the use of colleges 
and academies, render atfention to that subject neces- 
sary, in order to produce a regular train of that busi- 
ness, whereby justice may be done to all, syithout op- 
pression to any. 

The giving further time for the adjudication of 
land warrants, is expecied by many citizens to be 
granted, and justice requires that further time should 
be allowed to fle claims, ` l 


Ttoften happens that the security given bypublie 
officers change their places of residence, and settle 
without the limits of the state, and in such case, if the 
oficer becomes a defauller, much difficulty attends 
recoveries, even when it is known whither the secu- 
rites are gone, & in some cases no recovery can be had, 
awing to the uncertainty of the residence of such se- 
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surities. To suard against such injuries as might a 
rise in such cases, would seem to be a duty. 

itis probable that congress will fix on the ratio of 
representation under the late census, before the next 
stated session of the legislature, and not in time for 
you to have notice during your present session, in 
which event, it would be right, if found to be practi- 
eable, to guard against a called session, the expence 
of which would be eonsiderable. 

The petition ofmessrs, Fulton & Livingston,of New- 
York, addressed to the legislature of Tennessee, pro- 
posing io bring the steam beat into yse in our waters, 
inaid of our present usual boats emploved in navigation, 
it encouraged by your honorable body, is herewith 
kid before you, together with their letier to me enclos- 
ing their petition. 

I have rcason to believe that a citizen of this state 
has been, singe the rise of the last assembly, applied 
to by one who professed to be the agent ofa company, 
to print a quantity of blank warrants, for the use of 
that company, and that the proposal and price offered 


‘for such priuting were rejected ; on receipt of the in- 


formation, the several officers in the land department 


‘throughout the state, were, by letter, without loss of 


time, apprised of it. A law, providing against inju- 
ries which might arise in like eases, would be attended 
with goad consequences to the state, and more effec- 

ually secure ianocentindividuals. Most of the states 
composing the union, have passed laws for the preser- 
vation of the eredit of bank notes. issued by barks re- 
gulariy charterelin the different states, by providing 
for the punishment of Uhose who make and pass goun- 
terfeit notes. The laws of this state are thought some- 
what delivient on that head. 

A earefal review of the revenue laws would most 
probably shew their defects in many points, to amend 
which, would be productive of much gool te the state.

The peculiar situation of many of our fellow citizens 
who own lands situate within the congressional reserva- 
tion, seems to require that something should be done 
in their behalf, to prevent their prorerty thus situate, 
from being totatally sacrificed. Within that part of 
said reservation to which the Indian claim is extin- 
guished, many persons claim land by virtue of lawful 
entries, which they cannot have ripened into grants 
there being no law to authorise the issuance of such ; 
many own entries which interfere‘with the entries ef 
others, for the adjustment of which no mode is yet 
pointed out as in other cases,in other parts of the 
state, to which the Indian claim has been extinguish- 
‘ed; many own lands there which cannot be identified. 

Within that part of the reservation te which the 
Jadian claim is not extinguished, those who own grant- 
ed lands cannot proceed to identify them, as an act of 
songress prohibits the owners, under heavy penalties, 
from going on those lends to do it ; many others can- 
not ripen their entries into grants—-seme no doubt 
hold lands there by grant, which interferes with the 
land of others, and many own tfacts which cannot be 
identified. Those entrics were made under the pro- 
visions of an act of North Carolina, passed 20 or 30 
years ago 3 the operation of time has doubtless des- 
troyed the corners and land marks of many suryeys, 
and if the lawful claimants are not permitted shortly 
to takesome measures to identify their surveys,and to 
perpetuate testimony concerning them. they, in all 
probability, will lose them wholly, since many of the 
surveyors aad chain carriers are far advanced in years, 
who if not permitted to establish their works soon, 
may never have power to do it; the neglect would 
produce ruin to the owners. 


These are grievances which should be regressed, 
and doubiless would be, if vour henorahle body would 
represent the situation of thase claimants to the com- 
petent authority, capable of affording relief, or would 
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give instructions to our delegation. in congress. to do

Itis perhaps, worthy of remark, that those lands
